NEGRO PAUPERISM. 


A Sugar Planter Vividly Describes It and 
Accounts for It Also. 


Jules Tuvoche, a large sugar and cotton 
planter of Louisiana, who arrived in the city 
yesterday, in conversation with a « Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter in reference to the pauper- 
iam prevalent among the negroes of the 
cotton States said; ‘‘Three reasons for this 
pauperism, whichis almost universal, exist. 
The first, and probably the principal reason, 


is the well-known improvidence of the African 
race. I believe thatno workingmen in the 
world set such luxurious tables as the negroes 

and they seem to have no idea of saving. Bu

the negroes an 
agreement is made that ali cotton grown shall 
be ginned on the plantation. Even were the 
negroes inclined to violate this agreement, 
they could not do 80, as 1 gin own- 
ers refuse to take 
other plantations, and 
close corporation, and the cotton grower is 
obliged to abide by the terms of his contract. 
Some owners treat their tenants fairly but 
others are terribly grasping. In my own 
parish, Tensas, the difference in price of gin- 
ning is often as much as 40 per cent, and one 
man charges 60 per cent more than I do, al- 
thongh his expenses are somewhat lighter. 
In this way a very large profit is secured at the 
expense of the actual planter. 
he credit system forms an excellent auxil- 
lary to this. The negroes never have anything 
laid up and are obliged to live on credit until 
they make a crop. Almost every gin has a 
large store attached, and here the negroes can 
obtain credit in return for a mortgage on their 
rowing crop. The storekeeper knows just 
ow much this will be worth and runs 
no risk whatever. In some cases 
the charges for the simplest articles are 
enormous, but the negro has no recourse, as 
he can obtain credit nowhere else. 
When the cotton is ginned the store- 
keeper’s, account is presented and 
the negro given only what remains 
after paying for the ginning and the store 
bill. Ido not go too far in saying that 80 per 
cent of the negroes in Mississippi and Louis!- 
ana find an increased debt to be the only 
result of their year’s labor. When they receive 
anything at all, whichis very seldom, the 
amount is trifling. They cannot sell their live 
stock and farm implements, and with the 
money goto some other place, asthe land- 
lords will not buy them and the tenants can- 
not, andtheonly thing left for them to do is 
to proceed with the same hopeless task. The 
condition of affairs is very sad, but I see no 
help for it, 


SCHOOL BOARD MATTERS. 


Abolishing Fancy Branches—A Plank for 
the German Teachers. 


A meeting of the Committee on the Course 
of Study of the School Board was called this 
afternoon for the purpose of examining the 
principals of certain schools with a view 
of gathering together information about fancy 
branches at present being taught in the 
schools. Beginning with the first number 1 
grade on the list, the principals of all 
similar schools down to and in- 
cluding the Douglas were summoned 
to appear before the committee. The prin- 


cipals summoned were ten in number, and 
they were expected to throw all the light in 
their power on the necessity or uselessness of 
certain branches which are regarded as being 
superfluous by many members of the 

oard. Amony others are music and 
drawing. The Board is somewhat divided. 
There are a few rather positive iconoclasts in 
it who favor making a clean sweep of every- 
thing in the lower grades not included by the 
proverbial three r’s, while others are more 
conservative. 

The abolition of the entire kindergarten 
system even is favored by some members of 
the Board, but of course no hasty action will 
be taken in this matter. The Course of Study 
Committee proposes to at 
the beginning and slowly 
and carefully until the entire gronnd has been 
covered. The examination of the principals 
wili be thorough, and the ve best opinions 
available in the schools will be obtained. It 
is impossible as yet to say just how much 
of a sweep the committee will recommend to 
the Board after it has done its work, but it is 
said that some of the branches involved will 
be spared while others will be surely abol- 
ished.

THE PEOPLE WANT JEWELRY. 


A Very Good indication That Ready Money 
Must Be Pientiful. 


Clarenge Andrews, a traveler for a New York 
jewelry firm, remarked to a Post-DisraTcH 
reporter to-day: ‘*The increase of general 
prosperity is, I suppose, nowhere more no- 
ticeable than in our trade. When the people 
have little money, adornment is the first thing 
they give up, and the converse of 
this prosposition is also true. In 
the large eities the jewelry trade 


does not fluctuate greatly from year to year, 
as when one set of people are down another 
are likely to be up, but in the small towns and 
villages the variation from year to year is very 
at. The house with which Jam connected 
oes a large business in the South and South- 
west, where @ + yee ot the cheaper 
kind of jewelry is sold, and the business done 
in the past year exceeds by 40 per cent that 
done in any previous twelve months. We do 
not finda greatly increased demand for fine 
jewel and the cities have fallen rather below 
han risen above their average, butthe farm- 
ers of the Gulf States, Arkansas, Missouri and 
Northern Texas must be very prosperous, as 
they have nearly doubled their usual pur- 
chases of jewelry, We make particular lines 
of goods for the country trade, the necessity 
for large-sized ornaments never 2 lost 
sight of. Gold breast- pins, several inches 
in diameter, provided with long, jingling 
pendants, rings as broad as a smal 
cartwheel, and nderous ear-rings are what 
is needed, but delicacy and gracefulness of 
design is rather a drawback than an advant- 
ose. country belles desire ornaments 
that are plainly visible at a distance of several 
bundred yards, and will not look at anything 
that is not ponderous. The older men share 
the same tastes and wear immense watches, 
and chains that would haul a good load of 
wood, The younger men delight 
in head-light seart- pine, set with a 
profusion of diamonds of the kind oallea 
Alaska, presumably because they never were 
anywhere in that neighborhood. But their 
desire for adornment, although not highly 
cultivated, is very intense, and they spen 
money liberally for jewelry. Last year they 
bought with unexampied freedom, and the 
large jewelry houses reaped a great profit. 
When the year is bad for the crops but few 
7 are made, and I think Iam justified 
n saying that the smalifarmers never had so 
much money as they have now.

THE READING TROUBLE, 


All the Company's Mines Idle—Thousands 
of Mer on Strike. 


READING, Pa., January 4.—Tne fact that 
there is a coal miners’ strike in the Schuyl- 
killregionsis already perceptible all aleng 
the main line and branches of the 
Reading Railroad. ‘There is fearful stagna- 
tion in the coal traffic. During the twenty- 
four hours ending with noon to-day but 1,000 
cars of coal were sent through this city 
in place of the accustomed 5,000 and 6,000 
cars in that time. The discharge of 400 
men employed in the coal traflic on 
the Reading Railroad last night, it is 
believed, will be followed by many others in a 
few days. The company employs 1,800 men 
made up into 400 crews in hauling coal 
to tidewater and interior points, and not 
one-fourth of these will be required if the 
individual operators alone continue work- 
ing. It is learned at the office of 
the company in this city, that it 


willfurnish individual collieries for the pres- | 


ent all the — cars they need and 
haul their coal, yet no con- 
tract has been made with them. The 
company is mining hardly enough coal for its 
own purposes and that is now sent 
down comes fram _ . collieries 
by private parties, but 
put will not near supply the cities and 
towns and numerous ndustrial estab- 
lishments in the Schuylkill Valley alone. 
Many persons are hopeful that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad may relieve the urges 
necessity of this section. The superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, Reed of this 
city, says that the company is now hauling 
1, tons of coal a day and that this capa- 
city could be increased to 7,000 tons. The gen- 
eral impression in this city is that the miners 
employed in individual collieries will also 
strike when they find that it is being hauled 
by non-union trainmen. 

THE READING MINES STOPPED. 

All the Reading Company’s forty-five mines 
are stopped and 20,000 miners at least are idle. 
Some place the number of idle men as high as 
50,000 in the Schuylkill basin alone, which, 
with 20,000in the Lehigh make the number 
quite formidable.

Chinese Doctor—Social and Dressy Celes- 
tials. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DiIsPpaATcH. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., December 2.—No 
country of the world is more talked of among 
the people of the United States to-day than 
China. The project fer the starting of an 
American-Chinese Bank, the questions of 
Chinese immigration and the fight over Mit- 
kiewicz and his concessions have turned all 
eyes towards the land of the Celestials. Here 
at Washington the Chinese Legation has as- 
sumed a new importance in the eyes of the 
statesmen, and all gossip about the Minister 
and his attaches is speedily gobbled 

The Chinese Minister at Washington has 
more power than the envoy of any other for- 
eign nation. He represents his country in 
this Western continent, appoints Consul - 
Generals, has the supervision of Spain, and is 
directly over the Chinese affairs of Chili. He 
has, with the exception of the British Minis- 
ter, the finest residence at Washington, and 
Stewart Castle, which is rented furnished for 
his use, is the gorgeous brown palace which 
the millionaire Senator from Nevada built sev- 
enteen years ago after a custie on the Rhine, 
He filled it with rich paintings and souvenirs 
of foreign travel, and he finished some of 
the rooms so that they remind one of the 
gilding of Versailles or Fontainebleau. 
The reception parlor remains substantially as 
it was when occupied by him. Paintings of 
Magdaiens and Madonnas look down upon 
these worshipers of Confucius, and their Chi- 
nese shoes walk over carpets made by Chris- 
tians. Stained glass throws a soft light over 
their orange-hued fates, and a gorgeous 
golden chandelier, with enough jets to light a 
+ makes their evenings as bright as 
the stn of Peking. They cannot turn them- 
selves about in this great room without quad- 
rupling their number from the great pier- 
glass mirrors which lgok out from the walls on 
every side, and when they sit down they 
rest upon black satin, richly embroid- 
ered, and their chairs and sofas are 
of curiously - carved woods beautifully 
gilded. The great tables have legs of 
satvrs. which, if the inmates of the house had 


exviored the regions about Naples, would re 
mind them ofthe furniture which was ‘taken 
from the ruins of Pompeii, and the rare ebony 
cabinet against the wall, with its panels of 
Florentine mosaic, would carry them to the 
banks of the Arno. 

And itis sothroughoutthe whole building, 
even to the private room wherein the Minister 
works. There is nothing of China save here 
and there a few rare pieces of Chinese art, and 
the members of the Legation themselves, who 
go about in the gorgeous costume of their 
country. 

THE CHINESE MINISTER 
at Washington is one of the most noted men 
of his country, and he has held for years some 
of the highest positionsin the Empire. He 
has been Governor of Che-Foo and of Woo- 
Hoo, and he was once Inspector of the Salt 
Revenue of China. He has been Grand Judge 
of the Ou-Whang province, and as such had 
85,000,000 people under him, and he was a 
member of the Foreign Office at Peking before 
he came to America. He has been Governor of 
other provinces,and at 51 vearsof age he 
stands nearly as high, in point of nobil- 
ity, as any Chinaman inthe world. His name 
is Chang Yen Hoon, and he comes of one of 
the oldest and wealthiest families of the Chi- 
nese Kmpire. His ancestors were among the 
greatest merchants of Chinaand he inherited 
afortune. He lives at Canton, which, by the 
wey is a city larger than New York, having 
1,900,000 people. Mr. Chang’s palace there is 


on the outskirts of the city.and bas many large 


parlors, some of which surpass the East Room 
of the White House in size, and its interior 
contains aclosed garden which puts in the 
shade all the flora of America as to beauty. 

He is a great lover of antique art, and his 
palace in Chinais hung with rare paintings 
and bric-a-brac dating back hundreds of years. 
He has some fine pictures at Washington, but 
they are shown only by request, and the. only 
specimens of the antique seen at the Legation 
are several large framed plates of stone, on 
which in alto relievo, in half mosiad; are rep- 
resented rare views of Ohinese natural 
scenery. Chang Yen Hoon’s library at Canton 
contains from twenty thousand to thirty 
thousand volumes, and is twice as 
large as that of Bancroft. The hall in 
which he gets in and out of his conveyance 
in which he is carried through the 
streets is bigger than any parlor 
Washington, and he has, like 
rich and noble Chinamen, a grand family hall 
apart from this, where hang the honors he has 
taken as to government and education, and 
where are celebrated the ceremonies, wed- 
dings, etc., pertaining to the family. 

SCHOLARSHIP IN CHINA

has written some very fine Chinese poetry, 
which win be published after his death. 
He writes occasionaliy now, but his 
time is so occupied with the business of 
the Legation that the manuscript turned 
out since he became Minister has not been 
voluminous. He is an indefatigable worker, 
and he tires out all his secretaries by his in- 
dustry. He begins work at 10 o’clock and 
works along untilabout2p.m. He then goes 
out to drive, and, perhaps, to make a call or 
two. In the evening heis again at his desk, 
and you will often find him busily writ as 
late as2o0’clock inthe morning. Theres no 
such thing as stenography in Chinese official 
life and Chang Yen Hoon writes nearly all of 
his dispatches himself. His reports and his 
memorials to the Emperor are penned with his 
own hand, and he dictates to a long-hand 
writer only matters which do not require 
care, He likes America very much, and has 
adopted the American style of eating, and he 
has his daily claret and apollinaris. 

When he first came to America he could 
speak no English, and his interpreter, Mr. 
Liang Shung, was the medium of all his con- 
versations. Liang Shung acted as the inter-

ent, and he still accompanies him during 

is calls. The Minister has, however, begun 
the study of English, and has so far progressed 
that he is able to make compliments with his 
own mouth, and the company of Liang is 
more of a form than a necessity. Liang is one 
of the finest-looking fellows of the Legation. 
He is a big, handsome man fully six feet high 
with a soft, velvety, olive face, an 
almond eyes which sparkle like diamonds 
as they look into yours. He chats 
with great vivacity, and he is one of tbe 
100 students who were some years ago sent to 
this country to be educated. He has been 
in China since then, but he has been in Wash-

As far 
as [can remember, no scandal has ever been 
connected with a Chinese Embassy to this

THERE IS A RADICAL DIFFERENCE 
between these members of the Legation and 
the ordinary Chinaman as seen inthis country. 
They are taller, better made and their faces 
are full ef intelléct and culture. They are, 
I should judge, the highest types of the great 
Chinese race, and — 5 keel proud of their 
nation. They invariably dress in Chinese cos- 
tume, and public opinion in China is as much 
in favor of a Chinaman appearing at the 
American court m the dress of his nation as 
the American ig in favor of his Minister going 
to the swell foreign receptions clad inthe 
„private dress of the American citizen.’’ 

ne of the most popular members of the 
Legation is now in San Francisco on his way 
to China. This is Mr. Tam, who was ene of the 
dressy men ot the Legation. 

The Chinese are nothing if not social. They 
believe as much in the doctrine of friendliness 
to their fellows as did Marcus Aurelius, and 
the balls they have given at Washington are 
among the wonders of the Capital. You 
have heard how they have been imposed 
upon in this way by the male and female 
hoodlums of Washington society, and how 
the crowd rushed for the food at the big 
dinner of last January. The. Minister will 
give another ball on the Chinese New Yeesr’s, 
which occurs, I am told, in February, and it 
is to be hoped that this outrage will not be ro- 
peated. 

The Chinese feel more friendly tothe Amer- 
icans than they do to any other nation, and 
they hope—so a memberofthe Legation tells 
me—that the bonds of international union will 
grow closer as the years go on. They think 
that their people are rapidly becoming cosmo- 
politan in their feelings, and the time may 
come when the Mahometan andthe Buddhist 
will sleep together and the Celestial and the 
Christian will kiss each other.

WORK POR THE LABOR BUREAU. 


When. Labor-Commissioner Want 
gives us, asthe result of a year’s work of his 


Bureau, a report showing that the labor 


strikes and lockouts of the last six years 
have caused a loss of wages amounting to 
$60,000,000, and have inflicted a loss of 
$34,000,000 on employers, we can feel that 
we have approximately acourate figures on 
the subject.. But will they make anybody 


60 wis ? The strikers did not need this 


Mputation of the aggregate cost to 
bh ther: that they and their families 
ad frinds had suffered more than their 


g N employers. They felt the individual loss in 


the most poignant way—in scant 
rations—in eating the bitter bread 
of charity—in the. cold and hun- 
ger of their helpless families. But 
there is one point on which Labor- 
Commissioner WRIGHT can furnish very 
important information, of which the great 
majority of people, rich and poor, do not 
possess even a vague idea. Les him go to 
work with his bureau force and figure out 
how much the labor of this country has 
lost through the blood-sucking operations 
of the trusts and watered-stock monopo- 
lies that have been permitted to levy un- 
just taxation, not for public use, but for 
private gain, upon the entire labor and 
production ofthese United States. A little 
of this sort of work from the Labor Bureau 
would be far more instructive and fruit- 
ful than all the new light which figures 
can throw on the old and sad story of 
losses by strikes. 


; 
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ABOUT THE WEATHER. 
When Lowell asked 
What is so rare as a day in June? 
he probably did not think of such a thing 
asa June day in January, and yet St. 
Louis is favored with weather which, if 
not quite warm enough for June, is nearer 
to midsummer than to midwinter, and 
suggests buds and flowers as this week’s 
substitute for last week’s skating and 
blizzards. Instead of 
Winter lingering in the lap of spring, 

the spring in St. Louis rushes impetu- 
ously forward to embarrass the frosty and 
forbidding face of winter with her unex- 
pected kisses, and it would be no surprise 
if some our suburban residents should to- 
morrow report the bluebird and the robin 
as already here.

We 
are prepared to furnish samples of all 
kinds of climates, to guarantee that 
every one can find his own favorite 
climate here in St. Louis, and 
instead of going abroad for a 
change of climate, all that we 
have to do is to stay at home and let the 
change come to us. At the same time 
our samples of weather seldom remain 
long enough with us to grow monotonous, 
and if any one objects-to this sudden 
eruption of premature summer we have 
no hesitation in saying that in afew days 
his objections will be removed and he may 
feel quite sure of getting weather to suit 
him. 
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THE dropping of German is a good be- 
ginning, but only a beginning of the ex- 
purgation needed in the common school 
course of study. A piddling, paltering, 
partial reform will be barren of tangible 
results. Whatis needed above all things 
is a general clearing away of everything 
that interferes with or retards the prog- 
ress of the junior classes in the important 
and essential rudiments of a plain En- 
glish education. Keeping in mind the 
early age at which the great majority of 
children must leave school, and the little 
time they can devote even to the most 
essential studies, the work of the lower 
grades should be rigidly adapted to their 
necessities. It will thus benefit them and 
all alike in whatever trade or calling they 
may follow. Their future avocations 
must be so various that no special train- 
ing for special avocations can be provided 
in these lower grades. All further bene- 
fit from the schools must be reserved for 
those who can stay long enough to re- 
ceive it, and it should be so placed in the 
course as not to interfere with the gen- 
eral good of those primary classes, which 
contain so large a majority of the total 
enrollment, and beyond which there is no 
schooling for the great majority of the 
people’s children.

Both corporations are 
insolvent. The Government will recover 
nothing whatever from the Oentral Pacific in 
ali probability, while its chances of bettering 
its prospects in respect to the Union Pacific 
by extension of the debt are so purely specu- 
lative that they might as well be dropped.

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“FIGHTING SOLDIERS 


—Statements of the Commandadt, Maj. 
Perry, and Lieut. Rucker, Officer of the 
Day—A Story of Outrage Exploded. 


There was some excitement in Jefferson Bar- 
racks last night, out of which lurid sensations 
were manufactured for the morning papers, 
About 8:30 o’clock Maj. Perry, Commandant 
of the garrison, received a telegram trom 
the Docks, a station at the marine 
ways between Oarondelet and the Barracks, 
from a soldier named Kammerhorn, to the et- 
fect that there had been a riot between white 
and colored soldiers, and one white man was 
killed, Maj. Perry summoned Lieut. Rucker, 
-Officer of the day, and ordered assembly 
call sounded, although it was then within 
haif an hour of the usual time. A check roll- 
call was then taken, showing five absent from 
B Company, eighteen from D, eight from 0 
and four from the Depot company. These 
men were stood up in line as they straggied 
in, most of them arriving before 9 o’clock. 
Kammerhorn was in before taps,and acknow!l- 
edged he had written the dispatch. He said

much frightened. He made application for 
admission to the hospital, but was refused, as 
his injuries were too slight. Mays and 
another white soldier, Levin „ were 
among the latest. arrivals. he former 
was taken to the Barracks in a wagon, his 
friends being convinced that he was in a dying 
condition, although his injuries had at- 
tended to by a Oarondelet physician. The 
injuries consisted in a cut across his left eye- 
lid, contusions on the forehead and the back 
of the head, and bruiges on the left shoulder 
and arm. e had been hit in the face with a 
broken bottle, knocked down and kicked 
by - negroes.

One of the 
most scrupulous interpreters of the statutes 
had before him for solution a domestic 
problem that would have puzzled Solomon 
himself. A young and handsome man who 
occupied a good social position appeared in 
the role of plaintitt with two attorneys to pre- 
sent his claims for a divorce. He took the 
witness stand, and after the reading of the pe- 
tition was closely interrogated by the Judge. 
From his testimony it was shown that he had 
‘married a woman who had tasted of the sweets 
of matrimony before and had acquired some 
little property. When she metthe petitioner 
he had little to recommend him but good looks 
and a respectable family record. They were 
married, and for some years resided at 
a family boarding-house. To all out- 
ward appearances the path of the 
couple was well strewn with roses, and it 
was ho small shock to the nerves of their 
most intimate friends to hear that a divorce 
had been applied for. The husband, how- 
ever, had stated in his petition that his con- 
dition had been rendered intolerable latterly 
by his wife’s cold, contemptuous treatment; 
that she had refused to speak to him for 
days together, while at other times her 
violence was a. thing not to be 
en dured; that though living under the same 
roof and still occupying the same quarters 


they had not shared the same apartments, and 
that the wife had positively refused to share 
the apartments of the husband for a long time 
ast, and that it was an indignity to 
borne longer. — — 
tioned b the Judge the usband 
said that his wife had an income of her 
own but that he had regularly handed over to 
her a fair proportion of the salary that he re- 
ceived from a Government position. She was 
not satisfied, however, and he was unable to 
support her in the style that she demanded. 
He admitted that they occupied the same 
house, but for some time past they had been 
strangers to each other. The 
Court inquired whether the wife 
had entered into any arrangement 
with the husband for the procurement ofa 
divoroe,and at that age he attorney who 
had filed the petition asked to be sworn. He 
said that when he was consulted by the hus- 
band in the matter, knowing both parties 
well, hesent for the wife and endeavored to 
effect a reconciliation. The wife was very 
pronounced, however, in her opposition to any 
method fixing up things, and said 
that having no children she was quite willing 
that the husband should get his decree. She 
certainly would not resist it. The husband 
produced a score of witnesses as to his good 
character, and that was his case. What could 
the Court do under such circumstances? The 
husband had clearly shown indignities 
not to be tolerated, and the wife suf- 
fered the case to go dy  defanit. 
There was a mutual desire to be rid, each of 
the other, but the Court had to deal with the 
facts 18 and only one side was pre- 
sented. A bird’s eye view of the trouble 
would result in but one conclusion: ‘‘Tired of 
each other. The statute affords no relief in 
such cases, but the Court could only conclude 
that the husband had made out a case on his 
own evidence, which the wife had not con- 
troverted, and he was entitled to a deores.

I am glad to see the general publication of 
the speech made by Mr. Wolcott of Colorado 
on Forefatbers Day, said Col. J. A. Oald- 
well of Chicago to a POsST-DISPATCH reporter. 
„1 have just come from New England and 
can aaswer from my own experience 
that Mr. Wolcott’s statement that the 
only interest the East has in the 
West is the interest on mortgages. As regards 
the real character of our Western people, the 
New Englanders are in a state of E tian 
darkness, and even those who should Know 
better are inclined to speak slightingly of the 
West. At the last New England dinner held 
here a prominent clergyman stated that while 
the West had many Vv es, he doubted if it 
would produce the hardy characters that are 
the boast of New England. I wonder if the 
reverend gentleman knows anything of 
the history of the war? During the greatest 
struggle which the country has ever passed 
through, the West furnished the President 
and Vice-President, five of the Secretaries, 
the Ohief Justice, the Speaker of the House, 
the General of the Army, the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral of the Army, and the Admiralof the 
Navy. The Western armies started from Oin- 
cinnati and St. Louis, cleared the Mississippi 
Valley, marched to the sea, and into 
North Carolina, while during the entire four 
+ es the Eastern armies scarcely got out 
0 * of Washington. Only once 
did the Western troo meet with 
any considerable reverse, and in that case a 
Massachusetts man, Gen. Banks, had com- 
mand, and until Grant and Sheridan took 
command in the East, the history of the Army 
of the Potomac pesos’ not one great vic- 
tory, but was bristling with defeats. To talk 
of Eastern superiority in face of such a record 
proves either dense ignorance or hopeless 
prejudice, and such statements as these so 
continually made in the East would be ex- 
asperating if they were not ridiculous.’’
